He kept her there 
during the following day and had a talk 
with her, and proposed that she remain 
in the place and make money for them 
both, and stated that he would get hold 
of some money, with which they would 
go to San Francisco,where, he said, she 
would “ have to rustle.” Thegirl would not 
listen to the proposition, but remained 
in the house during the evening.

The 
authorities intend to push the m atter to 
the end, and will hold the gill as a wit­ 
ness until the case is tried. They say 
they are determ ined to put a stop to the 
placing of young girls in houses of pros­ 
titution.

BOUTON-STEWART. 


A Lawyer Forced to Make 
Terms.

C LIENT. 


She Has Him Summoned to th e 
Police Station, where the Set­ 
tlement wag Made. 


W. W . Stewart, a Police Court practi­ 
tioner, had one of his peculiar methodo 
of conducting business brought to light 
yesterday. 
W hen Katie Bouton was ar­ 
rested a short tim e ago, Stewart visitad 
her at the City Prison and persuaded her 
to let him have her case. 
The charge 
against her was drunkenness, for which 
the Judge gave her a term in the County 
Jail. Thinking she would have to spend 
some tim e in prison she turned all her 
papers over to Btewart, and gave him 
her power of attorney. M rs. Bouton is 
from Boston, w here she is well con­ 
nected. 
She has some property there 
which is in the hands of her guardian, 
who, she says, is President of the Com­ 
mon Council of th a t city. 
She al«wi 
draws a pension from the Government, 
ber husband having served in the army. 
Stewart, she states, was informed of 
these things by her and was instructed 
to get her pension papers and transact 
her business while she rem ained in jail, 
for which service he was to receive $50, 
which was not to be payable nntil th e 
papers were secured. H e wrote two let­ 
ters in regard to the m atter, and re­ 
ceived $10 as part paym ent. H e did 
nothing further, however, towards secur­ 
ing th e papers, but did receive $50, 
which had been sent to Mrs. Bouton by 
her guardian, and which am ount he said 
nothing to her abont. 
Stewart visited 
her at the jail and told her th at h e wae 
going away for two m onths, and s h e 
then dem anded 
the 
power 
of 
at­ 
torney 
which 
he 
held, 
b ut 
h e 
said h e would turn it over, together 
with her other papers which he had to 
Mr. Barham, who was formerly his part­ 
ner. 
He did not do this nor did he re­ 
main away from the city for more than a 
week. Mrs. Bouton had in the mean­ 
while been discharged on her promising 
to leave the city, and Captain Darcy 
took her to a Mrs. Nicholson, who lives 
at 259 Upper M ain street, and told her to 
remain there until she could make a r­ 
rangements to leave town. 
She had no 
money, and telegraphed to her guardian 
to forward the am ount due her. In re­ 
ply to her message came the statem ent 
that $50 had been sent her. She started 
ont to look for Stewart, who has no of­ 
fice, and finally found him and asked for 
her money, but he pat her off with ex ­ 
cuses. 
She insisted upon having it, and 
he made an appointment to m eet her at 
the 
County 
Jail 
on 
Friday even­ 
ing, which 
he 
did 
not 
keep. 
Tbe 
woman 
then 
made 
up her 
mind that he was trying to defraud her 
of the money, and she made com plaint 
to Chief Glass yesterday morning, and 
Stewart was sent for. Some trouble waa 
experienced in finding him , bnt be was 
finally located in Mr. Barham ’s office, in 
the Phillips Block. 
At the station Mrs. 
Bouton demanded her money and papers. 
Stewart said he had instructions not to 
pay her the entire amount at once, but 
he was told th at he must come up with 
all of it or appear before the court and 
shew why he withheld it. Thronghout 
the entire argum ent Mtb. Bouton scored 
him unmercifully for his treatm ent of 
her, and 
he took it all without re­ 
plying. 
Finally 
District 
Attorney 
Phibbs took a hand 
in . the 
m at­ 
ter, and 
informed 
Stewart that he 
must give up the money or answer to a 
charge of embezzlement, and he imme­ 
diately handed the Chief $23 and m ade 
an agreement to pay the balance within 
a short time. 
This is not the first tim e 
that Stewart has been in trouble. 
A 
short time ago a cigar dealer in thiB city 
is said to have engaged him to settle a 
case in San Diego county, and furnished 
him money for expenses. Stewart started 
ostensibly for San Diego, but never 
reached there, 
and 
the 
cigar man 
lost his case. 
Again, he got into some 
trouble a few weeks ago 
on which 
account he thought it best to leave the 
city. 
He sold his office furniture, and 
his friends subscribed an amount suffi­ 
cient to take him to Tacoma and pay his 
expenses for several weeks. 
He lefc the 
city and as he states was robbed of all 
his money in San Francisco. 
At any 
rate he was back in town w ithin a week 
after his departure.

Jane, the election to dismember the 
county took place and resulted in a 
victory for the new county of Orange. 
On the 17th of July following,the election 
to establish the county seat and for the 
election of officers took place. For weekB 
past Orange connty , has been defacto a 
political entity. 
Now the qualifications for serving in a 
Grand Jury are the same as for serving 
oa a petit jury. One is that the per­

The lawyers claim that after the 4th day 
of July, or, at the latest, after the 17th 
day of July, any persons on the Grand 
Jury, residents of the new county of Or­ 
ange, were disqualified to serve as jurors 
in the old county of Los Angeles.

The girl was of the 
company, and they took the San Diego 
train on the Santa Fe line. 
Mr. Landell states that Wilson had no 
less than eight warrants for the arrest of 
the desperado. 
Six of these were for 
horse stealing, one for highway robbery, 
and one for abduction. Wilson has been 
on Morales’ trail for six weeks, and lias 
not miseed a point in his play. 
He has 
followed up the cutthroat persistently, 
coolly and with well laid plans at all 
times.

The Pomona correspondent of the San 
Francisco Chronicle is authority for the 
following: 
The largest fig orchard in the United 
States íb about to be set out in Pomona 
valley, between this place and Ontario. 
It is to be the property of a syndicate 
composed of two wholesale fruit dealers 
of Chicago, one in Philadelphia, and 
two fruit growers in Pomona. The land 
has been contracted for this week, and 
the planting will begin next winter 
when the land will have been prepared 
The 
syndicate has had two men 
making experiments in growing fig trees 
in Southern California for nearly two 
years, and is convinced that California 
figs will in time crowd all foreign figs 
from the eastern market. The orchard 
will consist of 11,000 white Adriatic trees 
and 50,000 Smyrna fig trees planted 80 to 
the acre, on 200 acres. Later a building 
will be erected for drying and curing figs 
for market. 
The San Bernardino National Bank 
has paid out for dried fruits during the 
past three weeks $30,000 to the fruit 
growers of our suburban country. The 
Colton cannery has paid to the fruit 
growers of the San Bernardino valley 
over $50,000 for green fruits during the 
present season. Including the coBt of 
labor and transportation, over $100,000 
has been put into general circulation 
here for the fruit crop within a couple of 
months. And this represents but a small 
part of the value of the deciduouB fruit 
crop.—[San Bernardino Courier. 
Henry Kroeger is in receipt of a letter 
from the Western Beet Sugar Company 
at Watsonville, to which several sam­ 
ples of beets were sent for polarization, 
with the fgjlowing result: Five beets 
sent by Mr. Kroeger had an average 
weight of 14.6 ounces; total solids, 19.6 
por cent.; polarization, 15.78; not eugar, 
3.82. Beets of F. H. Keith—Total solids, 
15.4; 
polarization, 12.24; not sugar, 
3.16; co-efficient of purity, 79.4. Beets 
of R. Parker—Total solids, 19.4; polari­ 
zation, 15.53; not sugar, 3.87; co-i 
cient of purity, 80. 
The letter 6ays: “ We should be pleased 
to have another lot of samples from you, 
but each sample should fairly represent 
the patch from which it comes, and 
should contain not less than three beets, 
not less than four pounds in weight. If 
only three beets are sent, they should be 
one large, one medium and one small. 
They should be sent to ns as fresh as 
possible, and the tops cut off.1 
The test of Mr. Kroeger’s beets shows 
a polarization of 2 per cent, over the test 
made last week at Chino, showing that 
the beets were riper and they conse­ 
quently attained a higher degree of 
saccharine qualities. Another test will 
be made shortly.—[Anaheim Gazette.

By 
the resalta anywhere in the true citron 
belt, this is beiDg demonstrated right 
along.—[ Pomona Register.

On Friday 
morning witness left him at his houee 
and went to Redondo to get some medi­ 
cine. 
When he returned the deceased 
was sitting on the door-step, dead. 
W. W. Walker, a bar-tender at Re­ 
dondo, testified that he had known the 
deceased for eix months Daet. About 
two weeks ago he came to Redondo and 
stated that he had been sick and was 
juet from the hospital, and had come to 
Redondo to recuperate. 
He went to live at the fi&hing camp, 
Witness saw him on Sunday last, at 
which time he was complaining. This 
was the last time witness saw deceased 
alive. On Friday morning Mr. O’Mera 
and Mr. Cruz drove up to where witness 
was working and said deceased was very 
bad. Witness went back to the camp 
with them, and while they were unhitch­ 
ing he w alked over to where the deceased 
was, sitting on the doorstep of O’Mera 
house, and discovered that he was dead. 
The jury found that deceased came to 
his death by natural causes. Waith was 
about 56 years of age and a native oi 
Massachusetts. He was a veteran of 
the war, and his remains were brought 
to this city and interred in the soldiers’ 
plot in Evergreen Cemetery.

G o s s ip F r o m

It is a fact that sculptors and painters 
find the old daguerreotype batter to work 
from than the photograph, for the dis­ 
carded daguerreotype registered far bet­ 
ter the true modeling of the face. 
The London Globe says that in spite of 
rich Americans in London th e number 
of pictures sold at th e Royal Academy, 
rejected, can be counted on the fiDgern 
of one hand with a finger or two to 
spare. 
The Dore gallery in New Bond street, 
London, is said to make $50,000 a year. 
Orders for publications of Dore’s pictures 
are claimed to have reached the sum of 
$350,780 daring the last five years, while 
the present stock of engravings is esti­ 
m ated at $925,000. 
M. Cain, the sculptor, lias refused a 
medal awarded to him at the Paria ex­ 
position because, as he claimB, one of the 
jurors who conferred the honor was 
sometime ago fined for counterfeiting 
his (Cain’s) works. 
There are some 
compliments of which artists do not ap­ 
prove. 
An instance of the 
fluctuation of 
picture prices is given by the “ H ob­ 
bem a,” for which Mr. Agnew gave 6,200 
guineas after a spirited duel with Mr. 
W ertheim er, who is said to have been 
buying for one of the Rothschilds. For 
this picture M. Secretan paid £12,000, 
while in the early part of this century it 
changed hands for £294. 
At a sale in London the other day an 
early work of Mille. Rosa Bonheur, 
painted in 1847, and formerly belonging 
to the famous engineer, Brunei, was 
bought a t 2,500 guineas, the last bid 
being from Messrs. Agnew at 
2,400 
guineas. 
The picture measures Beventy 
inches by fifty inches, and is a landscape 
with a group of six red Breton oxen. 
Boston proposes to erect statues of 
heroic size in bronze to the memory of 
Admiral Farragut and Generals Grant 
aud Sheridan, the last mentioned to be 
equestrian. Propositions should be di­ 
rected to the Clerk of the Committee on 
StatueB at the City Hall. Designs should 
include that of the pedestal as well as 
the statue, and models and designs muBt 
be in by noon of November 1st. 
H ogarth’s 
“ Tastes in High Life,” 
which changed owners at Christie’s re­ 
cently for £225, was sold in 1740 with 
the pictures of Miss Edwardes, a wealthy 
and eccentric lady, to a Mr. Birch for 5 
guineas. It was in 1742 painted on com­ 
mission for this lady, the price being 60 
guineas, and it embodied her notions of 
the subject so closely that H ogarth is 
said to have despised his own work. 
T h > collection of renaissance bronzes, 
sculptures, arm s, pictures and porcelains 
belonging to Mdlle. Grandjean, which 
she offered to the republic, has been ac­ 
cepted by President Carnot for the Cluny 
Museum in Paris. It is Baid to be worth 
$800,000. One Sevres vase of porcelaine 
tendre, known as rose pompadour, is 
considered 
to 
represent- the sum of 
$50,000. 
M. J. Tissot, the French artist, is en­ 
gaged upon a series of water colors rep­ 
resenting the life of Christ. 
They will 
num ber 300, of which a third are al­ 
ready finished. 
The painter, who has 
made two journeys to Palestine for local 
color, reckons that they will all be off 
hie hands in two years’ time. The series 
will be published in a sumptuous volume. 
Each drawing is about eighteen inches 
by twelve. 
W hen Henry 
Savage 
Landor, the 
young English painter, was in Washing­ 
ton he told of a lady in Boston who asked 
him to come and look a t a painting by 
one of the old masters, hanging on her 
wall. 
“ It looks like one of Millais's, 
said Landor. “ Yes, it is,” she replied, 
Bat, my dear m adam ,” Baid he, “ you 
do not call Millais one of the old mas­ 
ters?” 
“ Why, isn’t he? I supposed he 
was quite an elderly gentlem an.” 
The buyer of the “ Angelus” had to pay 
a fee of five per cent, additional to the 
Government after the knock-down price 
of 553,000 francs, for which he obtained 
it in Paris, so th a t the total cost was 
580,650 francs. 
Mr. Sutton hopes to get 
aspecial Act of Congress enabling him to 
bring the picture into this country free of 
dutv for an exhibition. Then he would 
probably take it back to France and keep 
it there until the thirty per cent, tax is 
repealed before definitely importing it. 
Another im portant R em brandt has 
found an American owner. 
The “ Por­ 
trait of Dr. Tnlp” the finest of the Rem­ 
brandts in the Seilliere collection, has 
been purchased by J. W. Ellsworth, of 
Chicago, and has arrived in th at city. Dr. 
Tulp ie one of the principal figures in the 
celebrated “ Lesson in Anatomy,” and 
thiB portrait bears the sam e date, 1632. 
We wish the picture could be shown to 
New Y ork for a little while a t the Metro­ 
politan Museum. I t is one of th e most 
m portant of Rem brandt’s portraits. 
In the pother which has been made 
over the sensational Bale of M illet’s “ An- 
gelnB” the fact has been overlooked that 
the original study for the picture haB 
been for some years in this country—in 
the collection of W. T. W alters, of Balti­ 
more. The study, which is in black and 
white, is carefully executed, and the 
completeness of the expression is re­ 
markable, since M illet was a m aster of 
linear design. This is the only study 
which was 
m ade 
for the painting. 
Among the paintings by M illet in Mr. 
W alters’s collection is the “ Rhf epfold,” 
one of two or three pictures 
y Millet 
which are considered hy am 
rs to be 
finer in quality than the “ A n; - is.” 
At the Villa Patrizi in R 
during 
the construction of a new road 
ie statue 
of a woman larger than lite 
d splen­ 
didly preserved, has 
just. L ien dis­ 
covered. 
It is of the decorative kind, of 
good Grmco-Roiuan 
Btyle, in 
Greek 
marble, and two meters ten centimeters 
high. It much resembles the figure of 
Pudicitia. I t is clothed in a tunic and a 
doable m ahtle, one of which enfolds the 
person, the other veils tM head. I t has 
shoes on the feet, and reste on the left 
leg. Immediate1 y after, in the Prati di 
Gastello, a large fragment oi a woman, 
almost as high as tii-< shoulders, was 
found in digging the foundations of the 
new law courts 
It is clothed in a long 
tonic, over which is sn himation with 
taflMle at the angles.

Carl Miles Drowned at Ball- 
ona Harbor. 


TAKEN 
OUT WITH THE T ID E . 


Gossip From Santa C atalina—T ur­ 
tles and Y ellow -tails at 
Avalon. 


At 12:15 p.m. today, Carl Miles, the 
fourteen-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Miles, of Pacheco street, Los Angeles, 
s drowned at Ballona. 
Mrs. Miles and 
her family, consisting of an eighteen- 
year old daughter, 
Eolo, Carl, and a 
younger boy nam ed Earl, came down 
hore some time ago to pass the summer, 
and entered into the occupancy of tent 
No. 51 on North Beach, Mr. Miles, who 
works for the Transfer Company, rem ain 
ing in town to attend to his duties. 
At 
7 o’clock this morning the Miles family 
and six other children went off to Bal- 
lona on a picnic and clamming expedi­ 
tion. They wore their bathing suits, and 
on arrival at the lake the party went in 
bathing, Carl, who was a good swimmer, 
taking quite a long swim in the harbored 
waters. They then had a trip in Colonel 
Baker’n pollywog, and afterwards sat 
down to lunch. It was a few m inutes 
after 
12 
when 
the 
Bubject 
of 
bathing 
was 
broached 
again 
and 
Carl went in, this time in the open sea 
instead of the lake. 
The tide was going 
out, the breakers were very rough, and 
there waB a strong under-current; but 
relying on his natatorial powers he ven­ 
tured out about eighty yards from shore. 
The other children, who stood nearer the 
water’s brink, noticed that he suddenly 
commenced plunging about, but they 
did not think anything serious had h ap ­ 
pened until they heard his voice Galling 
on Earl, his younger brother, for help. 
Then they realized that he was drown­ 
ing, and a scene of consternation ensued. 
His eldest sister, Eolo, waded a long way 
out and tried to reach him , but in vain; 
and a negro who was standing on the 
beach when 
the 
calamity occurred, 
threw off his clothes and dashed into the 
water. But, alas! he could not sw im ; and 
although he made so brave an endeavor 
that he 
nearly lost 
his 
own life, 
he was powerless to save th e youth who 
was gradually 
slipping 
away. 
The 
watching children say that for a few 
momento it looked as if Carl was making 
headway in his endeavors to reach shore, 
but suddenly there came two huge break­ 
ers and he Was engulfed and was seen no 
more. 
Two of the children at once ran to 
North Beach, some three miles distant, 
to carry the sad new e; which had the 
effect of putting Mrs. Miles in a frenzy of 
grief. 
So far the rem ain? have not 
reached shore, nor íb it likely th at they 
will until evening, for the tide ebbs at 
3 o’clock, p. m ., and flows soon after 8 
o’clock, when the body may be washed 
ashore. 
The current is running from 
north to south, and the whole beach will 
be carefully watched.

GOING TO 
DISCARD 
PUGILISM. 


T h e O r a n g e B u s i n e s s H c d lv lv u * 
The H k b a l d has paid a great deal of 
attention to the agencies which are at 
work for the extinction of the scale-bug 
for the reason that we recognize that the 
area of country in which the orange can 
he grown with profit commercially is 
aery limited, in the United States, and 
that most of that restricted area is in 
Southern California. The orange appeals 
so powerfully to the human palate that 
it will always command a ready sale, a 
fact which is attested in a most con­ 
spicuous manner by the circumstance 
that from three porta at Italy alone the 
average exportation of oranges, during a 
period of ten years, has averaged twenty 
millions of 
dollars 
annually. 
The 
restricted section of country in Southern 
California adapted to the cultivation of 
this most popular of the citrus fruits will 
itself very shortly produce, and sell 
yearly, that amount of oranges, on the 
understanding that the conditions of 
their cultivation shall remain in the 
future what they have been in the past, 
barring the last two years. 
Interested in the perpetuity of our 
orange growers, this journal has paid 
special attention to everything that indi­ 
cates that the time is approaching when 
the scale-bug shall be an ngly reminis­ 
cence of the past. As to the white scale, 
the facts are indisputable that it has 
been already extirpated through the 
offices of the Australian lady bug, or the 
Vedolia Cardinalis, to employ its scien­ 
tific name. 
The facts which establish the extinc­ 
tion of the white scale are beyond dis­ 
pute, and they are absolutely overwhelm­ 
ing as well as specially interesting. But 
we will pass them for the moment. 
Some time ago the H k r a l d contained 
a statement that a parasite had been de­ 
veloped at the Sierra Madre Villa, and 
’ other points on the foothills of the San 
Gabriel valley, which was slowly but 
surely exterminating 
the red scale, 
which latter insect, be it borne in mind, 
is entirely different from the white scale. 
It is the red scale which has made havoc 
of the orchards around Santa Ana and 
Orange, in Orange county, and which has 
been obtrusive in the San Gabriel valley— 
notably so in the Baldwin orange groves. 
This same insect has been industrious 
and destructive in the 
orange trees 
aronnd Marysville, in Northern Cali­ 
fornia. 
Reading the article in 
the 
H e r a l d describing the parasite which is 
the enemy of the red scale, Mr. Lawson, 
the editor of the Marysville Appeal, wrote 
to Mr. A. F. Kercheval, of this city, one 
of the Horticultural Commissioners, ask­ 
ing for information concerning the para­ 
site. On receipt of this letter Mr. Kei- 
che val, Mr. Craw, Professor Ccquillet, 
and others, equipped with technical and 
scientific information, repaired to the 
San Gabriel foothills and investigated 
the matter. As a result, they found a 
destructive insect was unquestionably 
developing amongst the individuals of 
the red scale variety; and that, in every 
case where it was developed, the death 
of the red scale bug followed. That Í6, 
the single parasite killed the single scale. 
Whether these insects or their larva* can 
be developed in a shape to ship abroad 
these learned and technical gentlemen 
are not able as yet to say. The story we 
merely tell as it is told to us. 
The one thing upon which the Messrs. 
Kercheval, Craw, Coquillet, and the 
whole learned crowd, agree, is that the 
Australian lady-bug, or Vedolia Oardi- 
nalis, has already practically extirpated 
the white scale. This pest is as surely a 
thing of the past as the chinch and po­ 
tato bugs, the locusts and grasshoppers, 
of the great northwest, of a dozen years 
ago. In city and in country, their knell 
has been rung; and already, in all 
places where the Vedolia has been intro­ 
duced the white scale is already a tradi­ 
tion of the past. The joyous significance 
of this fact in orange culture in Los An­ 
geles county can icarcely be realized. 
We say this deliberately, because it is 
now a well established fact that two 
yearly resinous sprays kill the red scale, 
taking no account of the special parasite 
which has taken the contract to dispose 
of this red-hooded if not red-handed in­ 
sect monster. 
The red scale, as the ex­ 
perience of our most intelligent orchard- 
ists has proven, can be exterminated at 
an outlay cf labor and expense less than 
is involved in cultivating an acre of corn, 
taking acre for acre of orange grove. 
It is impossible to overestimate the 
glad significance of these facts in the 
splendid, and never really arrested, de­ 
velopment of Southern California. They 
mean that, with a little labor and care, 
and a little waiting, the horticulturist of 
Los Angeles county may be sure of an 
income ranging yearly from $350 to 
$1,000 an acre, according to the maturity 
o f hii orchard. 
They mean that the

The Times wonld have given its liver and 
its lights for any one of these three car­ 
dinal sensations, in which the H e r a l d 
has approved itself to be, par excellence, 
the most intelligent and enterprising pur­ 
veyor of news of any newspaper in this 
section, as it always does in the long 
run. In the light of Buch honest tri­ 
umphs of genuine journalism, how poor 
and pitiful appears the labored travesty 
of real life and movement involved in the 
cooked-up narratives of our contempor­ 
ary, which are at best but funeral baked 
meats that bat coldly furnish forth the 
refection looked for by an intelligent and 
news hungry public. 


T h e Democratic member of the Los 
Angeles Board of Education, Colonel 
Michael Whaling, may not be as elo­ 
quent as the famous Quintillian, nor as 
polished in his periods as the celebrated 
Professor Blair, and his claims to mem­ 
bership in the College of the Sorbonne 
might be doubted, but he occasionally 
gets in his work good and strung. He 
did this when he introduced a resolution 
into the Board in which he recapitulated 
the facts that it was not public-spirited 
or expedient that one 
individual, 
member of the Board, should be at 
one 
time 
Chairman 
of 
the 
Fi­ 
nance 
Committee 
and 
Clerk 
of 
the Board. The business of the Clerk 
is, in truth, to check off bills which the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee 
might have contracted. The attempt to 
create a sort of municipal Board of Edu­ 
cation Poo Bah in Los Angeles will re­ 
sult in disastrous failure. Whaling and 
his resolutions are all right. The man 
who officiates as Chairman of the School 
Board ought not to be the Clerk of that 
body, nor ought the Clerk of that body 
to be the Chairman of the Finance Com­ 
mittee. This is a municipal scandal that 
should be immediately abrogated. 


T h e r e is a marked demand in this 
community that the people who obtained 
great concessions, on the East Side, on 
the proposition that they were going to 
build levees, and a railway connection 
with Salt Lake, should either do some 
thing, say something or hand in their 
unjustly acquired privileges. The inter­ 
esting personality of one Colonel Marble 
has not been obtruded upon the vision 
of onr people for some time past. What 
has become of the “ Colonel” and his 
powerful syndicates ? Have he and they 
dissolved into thin air? By the way 
our esteemed fellow citizen, ex-Mayor 
Bryson, was supposed to have been sat­ 
isfied that there was something more 
than jaw-bone in Colonel Marble’s pro­ 
fessions, and to have based his official 
action on that belief. Will the ex-Mayor 
kindly enlighten his fellow citizens iu 
that regard ? The H e r a i.d stood in with 
the proposition originally on the idea 
that Colonel Marble and his associates 
meant business and not brag. 


T h e time is close at hand when the 
same men who have justly deprecated 
the absurd paper town craze, which for 
a time took hold of Los Angeles connty, 
will wonder that they failed to rush in 
and pick up the bargains that have laid 
around on every side within the last six 
months. Lands, whose actual produc­ 
tive value ranges from fifty to two hun­ 
dred and fifty dollars an acre yearly 
have been hard of sale at the figures 
named, notwithstanding the fact that 
securities only carrying five per cent, 
and lower per annum 
command 
premium in the money markets of the 
United States. This last has been as 
much of a craze as the former, and the 
signs multiply that it is coming to an 
end. A boom founded on unnaturally 
depressed values will 
be the next 
development in Los Angeles county. 


A so m e w h a t notable circumstance of 
the fiscal condition of Los Angeles is 
that there are fifteen Commercial and 
five Havings Banks in this city. As our 
extreme claim for population is ninety 
thousand people—the true figure being 
probably seventy-five thousand—this is a 
highly 
interesting development. We 
donbt very much whether such an ex­ 
hibit can be made in commensurate lines 
of population anywhere else in tbe Uni­ 
ted 8tatee. 
Quite a number of these 
financial enterprises have been organized 
during what is generally recognjzed as 
a period of extreme depression in the 
Angelic City. 


STATESMAN SULLIVAN. 


Will Devote 
Him self Strictly 
Politics—Last Night’s Re­ 
ception.

N e w Y o r k , September 7.—The Sun 
this afternoon publishes a letter from 
John L. Sullivan, in which he announces 
his intention of running for Congress on 
the Democratic ticket. It is his ambition 
to represent the Boston district. 
He 
Btates that with such bright ambition he 
trusts he will in future make his life 
what it ought to be. Sullivan does not 
donbt his qualifications, as he says in 
conclusion tbat he will have no trouble in 
getting a hearing in Congress or in mak­ 
ing Corgresamen listen to what he says. 


HE WILL QUIT FIGHTING. 
In an interview regarding his proposal 
to stand for Congress, Sullivan said 
You know of the misfortune I have just 
had in the loss of my mother. I don’t 
want to talk of it much. 1 can only say 
that I do not feel like living as I have 
up to now. You know how people ad 
vise me, and if I make a good resolution 
my enemies laugh at it, while my friendo 
try to get me to break it. But I will 
show them what I mean to do without 
saying much about it.

It is an honor­ 
able calling and does good, but as Con 
gressman or a candidate for Congress, I 
of course, ceuld not continue to be 
professional pugilist. My reputation 
is made. 
The cropping up of new 
fighters can’t injure it, and their cbal 
lenges can’t worry me. 
I shall go 
through with my six weeks’ exhibition 
and shall put my money away carefully 
and attend lu uiy political career exclu­ 
sively. Now that my mother is dead 
there is no one depending on me but my 
father and he is well cared for. He has 
six houses in his own name, which will 
keep him in comfort to the end of his 
days. I have brought him on with me 
from Boston because I can’t leave him 
alone to worry 
about 
my mother’s 
death.” 
While Sullivan was talking cf his fu 
ture political aspirations a friend of his 
now in Congress, dropped in to see him 
and to express sympathy at his mother’s 
death and to say that he wou.d be glad 
to do all he could to help Sullivan out of 
his troub'e down South.

PEELING BECOMING EMBITTERED 


H orrors of the Antwerp D isaster- 
The Doekmen’s Strike Not 
Yet Settled.

N ew Y o r k , September 7.—A very dis­ 
astrous fire broke out about 1 :30 o’clock 
this afternoon in the mammoth sugar 
plant of Dick Meyer & Co., on North 
Seventh and North Eighth Btreets, Wil­ 
liamsburg. The fire started with au ex­ 
plosion, the cause of which is not known 
It is supposed to have been caused by an 
explosion in the nature of finely pow­ 
dered particles of tugar which had per­ 
meated the air-mills where the granu­ 
lated sugar was.reduced to the powdered 
product. There were three mills at work 
reducing granulated sngar to powder. 
The entire establishment, which con 
sieted of a 
collection of buildines 
eight stories in height, extending about 
■iOOfeet on North Seventh street, 300 feet 
on North Eighth street and 250 feet along 
the dock was reduced to a mass of ruins. 
It was filled with very valuable machin­ 
ery, and the Iobs on 
buildings aad 
machinery 
is 
estimated 
at 
about 
$1,500,000. Within the building was a 
quantity of sugar valued at about half a 
million dollars, making a total loss of 
about two million dollars. There were a 
i amber of men injured by the explosion 
or burned by the fire. Their names are 
not yet obtainable. 
L a t e r—Martin Schmidt was burned 
about the face; George Swellan had an 
arm fractured, and three other men were 
slightly injured.

A n t w e r p , September 7.—The fire 
still raging. All efforts of the firemen, 
assisted by the military and populace, to 
quell it have so far proved unavailing. 
The docks and shipping are untouched 
by the flames, as the direction of the 
wind has been toward town continu­ 
ously. A judicial inquiry has been or­ 
dered. 
It is now estimated that the nnmber of 
deaths by yesterday’s disaster will not 
exceed 100. Two hundred and fifty per­ 
sons were seriously and 300 slightly in­ 
jured. 
Firemen and troops worked 
through the entire night on hourly 
shifts. 
Many succumbed to the fierce 
heat. 
The work is now entirely confined to 
keeping the fire from spreading beyond 
the factories within the drydock. The 
wind continues favorable. 
Six million 
litres of petroleum are in flames. 
The oil, it is expected, will continue to 
burn at least until Monday. At the mo­ 
ment of the explosion many workmen 
jumped into the river Scheldt and were 
drowned. A number of sailors and cus­ 
toms officers were killed on board the 
ships by flying bullets and the ships were 
well riddled by the missiles. I t is esti­ 
mated that 2,000 tons of cartridges ex­ 
ploded. The noise was heard thirty 
miles. The smoke which filled the air 
was thicker than that of a great battle. 
Human heads and other parts of bodies 
were found half a mile away. One 
hundred and thirty whoie corpses lie in 
the morgues and charred heaps of 
human remains represent an unknown 
number of dead. The populace watched 
the flames all night. The noise of ex­ 
ploding barrels of oil and falling ruins 
exactly resembled the sounds of battle. 
Those who have been deprived of the^r 
homes by fire are encamped upon the 
river banks. The water works, which 
cost £8 0 ,0 0 0 , are three parts destroyed. 
The Minister of the Interior has vis­ 
ited the scene of the explosion. The 
King and Queen have telegraphed, ex­ 
pressing sympathy with the sufferers. 
Subscriptions have been opened for the 
relief of those rendered destitute by the 
disaster.

Quackery is irrepressible, and even in 
thoBe countries where the laws are most 
stringent, they cannot put it down. They 
recently had in Paris a case showing 
this. 
Complaint was made against a 
person “for illegally exercising the pro­ 
fession of medicine.” 
H ewtS brought 
before the Justice. 
The prosecuting of­ 
ficer presented the case against him in 
the form of a question—a peculiarity of 
French procedare. He said: Your con­ 
sulting room is filled with patients, and 
you injure the real doctors of the neigh­ 
borhood. 
You have more practice than 
all the others together. 
Your treat­ 
ment resembles that 
of 
charlatans. 
You prescribe ointments 
and 
pow­ 
ders that 
perhaps 
do 
no 
harm, 
and you charge highly for them. What 
do you say to this ?” The prisoner ad­ 
mitted that it was true, and then passed 
up his diploma, ehowing that he was a 
regularly qualified doctor of medicine. 
This startled the Judge out of his legal 
formalities into a plain question, and he 
said: “Why, then, do you aet in a way 
to expose yourself to legal proceedings?’1 
And the man explained that as a plain 
doctor he could not make a living, while 
as a monger of marvelous remedies he 
was making A fortune. He could thrive 
by quackery that played upon popular 
superstitions, bat he wonld now be in­ 
jured by the knowledge that he was 
only an ordinary regular doctor, “like 
the others.”—[Chicago Times.

Reply to the Wool 
Growers’ Grievances. 


A SESSION OF THK CABINET. 


Decision on Territorial Tide Lands 
—New Army Chaplain— 
Indian Affairs. 


| Associated Press Dispatches to the H erald.| 
Washington, September 7.— Acting 
Secretary Batcheller has written at length 
to Columbus Delano, Secretary of the 
National Wool Growers’ Association, at 
Mount Vernon, Ohio, in reply to his let­ 
ters inviting attention to alleged frauds 
practiced in the importation of scoured 
wools under the false designation of 
waste. In his letter the Acting Secre­ 
tary says the question as to the proper 
classification of wools imported and 
invoiced 
as 
different 
kinds 
of 
woolen waste, has been the subject of 
careful consideration by the department 
since the incoming of the Administra­ 
tion. Reference is made to decisions 
made since March last, relative to broken 
wool-top. lap and garnetted waste 
and it is said the 
subject re­ 
cently has been thoroughly investigated 
at the ports of New York, Philadelphia 
and Boston, and it has been definitely 
ascertained that the decisions of the De­ 
partment, restricting the classification of 
such material to woolen waste as contení- 
Ídated by statute, are being properly en- 
orced. 
The published statement of the Bureau 
of Statistics, to which one of the corres­ 
pondents refers, shows the quantity of 
woolen rage, shoddy, mango, waste and 
flacks entered, but does not specify 
what proportion ot such commodities 
was waste, and it is impossible to tell 
how much of this quantity was properly 
waste, how much was scoured wool and 
what proportion was found by the ap­ 
praisers to be dutiable at higher rates. 
"In this connection it may be men­ 
tioned," says Batcheller, "that nearly all 
these importations of the year 1889 come 
in under rulings of the Department made 
prior to the incoming of the present ad­ 
ministration ; also that a large proportion 
of so-called ‘waste’ recently brought in 
under the guise of broken tope, lap 
waste or garnetted waste, was entered 
for the warehouse, and lias r>een exported 
because of said decisions of the Depart­ 
ment above referred to. Naturally that 
portion which was entered for consump­ 
tion and subjected to higher rates of daty 
by the officers of the customs, was put 
upon the market at once to avoid further 
loes, and hence the unusual quantity 
offered in the market. 
"The statements given of alleged ex­ 
ports from England furnish no indication 
of actual importations into the United 
States. As to 'thread waste’ and ‘ring 
waste,’ so called, they are named in the 
decision of the Court at Philadelphia iu 
the suits to which reference has been 
made, 
but 
as 
to 
the 
latter 
commodity, the Department is now 
investigating the matter for the purpose 
of causing it to be classified as scoured 
wool, if such a course can be legally 
taken. It may be further stated that as 
a rule the decisions of the Department 
now in force exclude all classes of wool 
from classification as waste, except what 
is actually waste, or refuse material prop­ 
erly provided for by law as such, duti­ 
able at 10 cents per pound." 
In conclusion the Acting Secretary 
says: "The representations of wool 
dealers and wool speculators at the 
seaboard, who may have an interest in 
putting out alarmist statements with a 
view of depressing the market for ulter­ 
ior purposes, should not be accepted as 
conclusive unless confirmed by satisfac­ 
tory proofs." 
NEW A11 vi Y CHAPLAIN. 
The San Fraiclaco Parson Knocks 
the Persim m on. 
W a s h in g to n , 
September 
7.—The 
President has appointed H. H. Hall, of 
California, Chaplain in the army. 
The new Chaplain is pastor of Trinity 
Methodist Episcopal Church at San 
Francisco, Cal. 
There is no chap­ 
lain 
in 
the 
service 
appointed 
from California. Chaplain Hall was 
born in Cleveland, Ohio, in 1816. His 
father was a minister in the same church, 
then preaching in Cleveland. Young 
H all entered the army while preparing 
for college in 1863, at the aere of 17. 
H e enlisted in Battery B, Inde­ 
pendent Pennsylvania Light Artillery, 
served daring the Atlanta campaig.n 
and through the battles of Spring Hill, 
Franklin and Nashville as a dispatch 
courier with the Chief of Artillery, 
Major Goodspeed, on the Btaff of 
General Stanley. At the close of 
the war his battery was ordered 
to Texas, and was not mustered 
out until November, 1865. He was 
educated at Allegheny College and en­ 
tered the ministry in the .Michigan Con­ 
ference in 1869. Soon after that he went 
to Centra. China as a missionary, re­ 
turned in 1873, and since then has been 
stationed at Santa Fe and points in Cali­ 
fornia. 
TIDE LANDS. 
T itle te Them lu the T erritorio 
Vested In the Governm ent. 
W a s h in g to n , September 7.— A decis­ 
ion was rendered in the Land Office to­ 
day in a case involving the right of the 
United States to the tide-water lands of 
the shores of the Territories. The ques­ 
tion comes before the office on the ap­ 
peal of F. Barnes, Jr., from the action 
of the Register and Receiver of the 
Land Office at Seattle, W. T., who re­ 
jected his application to locate Valen­ 
tine Scrip, on the gronnd that the land 
did not belong to the United States. 
The Lend Office holds that the United 
States has a vested title to the tide 
lands on the shores of the Territories, 
and that a Territory does not possess 
the sovereignty that attaches to State­ 
hood. 
The' office therefore grants 
Barnes’ application for a location. 
Indian A ffairs. 
W a s h in g t o n, September 7.—The In­ 
dian Office has received a report from 
Special Agent Gordon, in which he says 
a majority of the male members of the 
Omaha tribe of Indians had signed an 
agreement to set apart 49.10 acres of 
land on their reservation for the 736 and 
occupation of the Woman’s National As­ 
sociation for missionary and educational 
purposes. 
The commission appointed to negotiate 
with the Pottawatomie and Kickapoo 
Indians in Kansas for the allotment of a 
part of their lands in severalty and the 
sale of the surplus, has reported to the 
Indian office that thus far it has been 
unsuccessful in its work. 
CaM aal H eetlaf. 
W ashington, September 7.—Secretary 
Wisdom was at the Whits House at 9 


o’clock this morning, at the request of 
the President. After a long consultation 
he came back to the Treasury, where he 
procured some official papers, and re­ 
turned in time to join the Cabinet meet­ 
ing at 11 o’clock. Others present were 
Secretaries Proctor, Tracy and Noble, 
Postmaster-General Wanamaker and At­ 
torney-General Miller. 
Tne Cabinet session lasted over three 
hours. 
It is understood that nearly the 
entire time was devoted to a discussion 
of the advisability of calling an extra 
session of Congress. The impression is 
that a negative decision was arrived at. 
BRODI L’N LATENT. 


DETERMINED TO 
DIE. 


He Goes Over N iagara Falle In a 
Rubber Suit. 
C lifton, Ont., September 7.—Steve 
Brodie went over the Horseshoe falls 
this morning in a rubber suit. He was 
picked up below the falls in au uncon­ 
scious condition and taken to Clifton. 
He recovered consciousness not long af­ 
ter and an examination showed that he 
was not seriously injured. 
Brodie, with several friends and news­ 
paper correspondents, arrived last night. 
They left the hotel at 4 o’clock this 
morning and went to a point 200 feet 
above the falls. Brodie then stripped 
and had his body padded with cotton. 
Toen he put on a rubber suit. His head­ 
gear was also inflated, while two steel 
bands protected his body. 
At 5 :30 
Brodie, with a paddle, entered the water, 
caught tbe current, waved the paddle, 
and a few seconds later was shot over the 
center of the Horseshoe falls, and luck­ 
ily was shot with lightning rapidity over 
the outside of one of the ftuling volumes 
of water, and was quickly lost in tbe mist 
and foam. He was buried from view 
nearly two minutes. 
When he appeared on the surface he 
was carried toward the American shore, 
then he suddenly hurried toward the Can­ 
adian shore, where his friend, John 
Ledger, had ropes ready to drag him 
from the water. Ledger was stripped, 
and swam out 200 feet with the rope fast­ 
ened to his waist, while W. E. Harding 
held the other end on shore. Ledger, 
after several attempts, reached Brodie, 
fastened the rope to the iron bands 
around his waist, then swam ashore, as­ 
sisting in palling the daring swimmer to 
land. 
On Brodie being lifted on the rocky 
aliure he was quickly stripped, brandy 
poured io small quantities on his tem­ 
ples, while he was rubbed and chafed. 
He was insensible, and blood oozed from 
his mouth, nose and ears, probably from 
the shock. For twenty minutes Brodie 
lay unconscious, until ammonia was ap­ 
plied to his nostrils, when he began to 
shiver and gesticulate with his hands. 
He gradually recovered consciousness, 
and then it was found that his injuries 
were not seriouB. He expects to be able 
to go to New York tomorrow. 
N ia g a ra , September 7.—In describing 
his experience, Brodie said that after he 
entered the river he weakened, and 
would have given anything in the world 
if he could have reached the shore. He 
attempted to get ashore by using his 
paddles, when the swift current swept 
him back and turned his feet toward 
the brink of the cataract. When he saw 
it was impossible to get out, he felt the 
eame as a man about to meet death. As 
he came to the brink of the falls he be­ 
came unconscious through frigbt, and 
remained so until he struck the water, 
churned into foam at the base of the 
falls, when he was temporarily brought 
to by the force with which he struck. 
Then he again lost consciousness, and 
knew no more until he found bimself 
lying out of tbe rubber suit at the water’s 
edge. Tuere is no doubt that Brodie 
successfully went over tbe falls. 
Chief MeDougall, of the Ontario po­ 
lice, arrested Brodie at the Grand Trunk 
station this afternoon, as he was about 
to take tbe 4 p. m. train for New York. 
He is charged with attempting suicide 
by going over the falls this morning. 
MISSING MAN FOUND. 
It Turna Out to be a Cate of the 
“ Janie* Preserves.” 
C h ic a g o , September 7.—The police 
have discovered the whereabouts of the 
strange man who left his coat and valise 
in the Sherman carriage factory on the 
afternoon of August 3 d . It was thought 
that the owner was George Buck, of 319 
Third street, San Francisco. Ssrgeant 
Kaiser of West Chicago avenue station 
discovered George Buck’s name on his 
books 
and 
identified 
him 
as 
the man 
who disappeared 
from 
the carriage factory. 
Buck 
was 
walking on Milwaukee avenue on the 
afternoon of August 3d, and was taken 
to the station, being supposed insane. 
He was delirious at the time and unable 
to answer questions, but a letter was 
found in his vest pocket which had his 
name written upon it. Next day he was 
sent to the Washipgtonian Home for 
treatment by order of the City Physician. 
He is now in that institution, suffering 
from a severe attack of delirium tremens. 
THE CRONIN CASE. 
Not a Single Juror Selected a i Yet 
for tlie Trial. 
C h ic a g o , September 7.—Today closed 
without a eingle juror being yet selected 
in the Cronin trial. Nearly every man 
called to the box is promptly disqualified 
l>ecan8e of legal objection on account of 
preconceived and expressed opinions, and 
the few to whom objections have 
not been preferred have ultimately 
fallen under peremptory challenge. Mr. 
Forrest, of the defense, this afternoon 
endeavored to secure an order lrom the 
Court directing the owner of the Carlson 
cottage to permit the defense to select and 
examine by experts certain stains as 
specimens of the blood stains on the 
floor and wall, but the Court decided 
that he had no power to issue such an 
order against the owners of private 
property. 
Tbe Clgar-M akera’ Grievances 
St . L o uis, September 7.—There seems 
to be misapprehension in regard to the 
ruling of Judge Thayer, of the United 
States Court, in the case before him last 
Monday affecting the label of the Cigar- 
makers’ Union. The Court did not de­ 
cide against the union or hold its label 
invalid, bnt overruled the demurrer filed 
by the defendants, and held that plaintiff, 
a cigar manufacturer and member of the 
union, was entitled to an injunction on 
the facts stated against the parties who 
were counterfeiting the label adopted by 
the union.

A Lovelorn Maid Seeks Death 
in the Waters. 


SHE REFUSES TO BE RESCUED. 


The Desperate Girl Dragged From 
the Flood After a Terrible 
Struggle. 


Associated Pr^ss Dispatches to the Herald.] 
N ew Y o rk, September 7.—One of the 
most determined attempts at suicide ever 
heard of was made last night by Lena 
Hertzog, 17 years of age, who resides 
with her parents in Williamsburg. 8he 
was a passenger on a ferryboat from 
Brooklyn on the 12:10 o’clock trip last 
night to this tity. When the boat 
reached Grand street ferry on this side, 
Miss Hertzog came ashore, but immedi­ 
ately returned and paid her fare, and 
once more took a seat in the cabin. 
The 
boat 
had just cleared the 
slip when she walked rapidly out of 
the cabin and jumped overboard. The 
boat was stopped and life preservers, 
ladders and ropes were called into requi 
sition. The electric light made things as 
clear as day. 
The first life preserver 
thrown fell close to the girl, but she 
pushed it away with an angry gesture. 
The noise and shouts attracted Ticket- 
taker James Kelly, who has already 
saved fourteen persons from drown­ 
ing. He jumped into the river, seized 
the girl by the waist and lifted her 
bodily up so that she could breathe. The 
girl turned upon him and struggled to 
free herself from his grasp. Kelly: held 
on, however, and made for the slip. A 
desperate struggle followed. The half­ 
drowned girl eeemed to gain strength 
and fought like a tigress. When near 
the slip ropes were thrown out. Kelly 
caught one and wound it around the

CRUISER NO. 4. 
Tbe L aunching of the Good Ship 
Philadelphia. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , September 7.—The new 
steel cruiser Philadelphia was launched 
at Cramp’s shipyards this morning. 
Mrs. Harrison, wife of the President, 
was among those present. Fully 20,000 
persons were assembled in and around 
the shipyard. 
Miss Wanamaker was 
selected bv the Secretary of the Navv to 
chiisten the veB6el. As the big ship 
began to move a bottle of champagne 
was poured over its prow by Miss Wana­ 
maker, who said: "I christen thee Phila­ 
delphia." The vessel slid smoothly into 
the water amid the cheers of the throng 
and the blowing of whistles. The new 
vessel is officially recorded as Cruiser 
No. 4 and is the fourth in size of the arm­ 
ored cruisers. Unlike the vessels already 
constructed, her official test will not be 
rated according to her power, but at a 
fixed speed. The contract stipulates a 
speed of nineteen knots an hour. 
The 
cruiser’s length is 315 feet, beam 48.1*', 
draught 18*4, displacement 4,324 tons. 
The main battery will consist of twelve 
6-inch rifles; the secondary battery of 
two gatling-guns, four (l-pound Hotch­ 
kiss guns, two 3-pound Hotchkiss guns, 
one 1-pound Hotchkiss gun, and fifty- 
seven millimetre guns. 
RACE RIOTS. 
Only the RlnalcEdcri of the Armed 
Negroes K illed. 
N ew Y o rk , September 7.—The World's 
Grenada, Mass., special says in regard 
to the riot in Le Flore county : The re­ 
salt, so far as can be gleaned, is that 
eighteen or twenty negro leaders have 
been shot and hanged. It is impossible 
to find out the exact number, but your 
correspondent believes that even more 
were killed. A prominent planter ar­ 
rived in Grenada today from Minter City, 
where most of the killing occurred, and 
stated that when he left, order had been 
virtually restored and none but those 
proved to be instigators and ringleaders 
were killed.
